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Commission to seek legislation in attempt to 


implement long delayed tobacco tax 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular monthly session on 
Monday, March 9, at the courthouse 
in Elba and in an effort to resolve the 
problems surrounding the proposed 
tobacco tax in the county agreed to 
seck legislation tht would allow the 
commission to impose the tax under 
a new state law and in return divide 
the tax money among the county’s 
fire departments for services 
rendered. 

The citizens of Coffee County 
approved the tax in the November 
election in 1986, but a lawsuit by the 
tobacco industry against Geneva 
County challenged the legality of the 


tax and upon the recommendation of 
County Attorney Warren Rowe the 
commission delayed the actual 
implementation of the tax to avoid a 
possible suit. 

Representatives of the Coffee 
County Firefighters Association have 
attended numerous commission 
meetings since it asked the 
commission to implement the tax 
and have repeatly questioned the 
commission’s stand on the delay. 
Under the original wording of the tax 
the association would receive 95 
percent of the tax revenue and 
disperse the funds to the various 
departments across the county in a 


School board cancels band trip 


The Elba City School Board 
meeting last Tuesday evening was 
dominated by two executive 
sessions, one to begin the meeting 
and another as business was winging 
down, All five members of the board 
were present, with Chairman Bill 
Cowart presiding. 


Band director Danny Davis and a 
group of band booster officials were 
subjects of the first order of 
business. Booster president Dykes 
Rushing was spokesman for the 
group and immediately asked the 
board for an executive session, He 
Stated that personalities were going 
to be discussed; he was granted the 
request. 

The board came out of the 
executive session and Rushing made 
a formal request that the band be 
allowed to go on a 3-day trip to 
Disney World and the Kennedy 
Space Center. ‘This would have been 
on April 25, 26 and 27, he said in 
response to questions from this 
newspaper. They would leave on 
Friday night, the 24th, and miss a 
day of school Monday. This request 
was a change from a trip planned to 


the same area at the same time in 
which the band was previously 
approved tocompete in a contest and 
march in a parade. 

Cost factors and other problems 
were apparently reasons for the 
change in plans. There was some 
discussion with the board on the cost 
and addtional charges if the band 
decided to visit Sea World and march 
in a parade there. Davis presented 
the board with figures that the band 
could save $300 by not going to the 
Space center at Cape Canaveral. 
Then by adding the visit to Sea 
World the present per-person cost of 
$106 each would only increase to 
$110.53, he estimated. Davis was 
asked by the board for a 
recommendation on the request by 
the band boosters, and said: ‘‘I 
would prefer to have a _per- 
formance,’’ 


Supt. Bill Crews was asked for 
his recommendation to the board and 
said, ‘‘It is not legal under state 
department rules unless there is 
some learning activity associated 
with the trip. Under the current 
Situation, I cannot accept the 


proposal nor recommend it to this 
board.”’ 

Board member Butch Oggs made 
a motion that the band not be 
allowed to go on the trip without a 
performance. The vote in favor of 
the motion was unanimous. 


The school board went into 
another executive session at the 
closing of the meeting, but upon 
coming out of the session, no action 
was taken or discussed. This session 
was at the request of board member 
Stan Marsh. 

The board accepted the 
recommendation of the superinten- 
dent and voted to pay an additional 
$50,000 on the debt at the local 
banks. This leaves a $51,000 
outstanding balance on the loan. 
Crews explained to board members 
that it might be necessary to again 
borrow the money later in the year, 
but the schools could save paying the 
interest in the meantime. 

The school had received a 
$100,000 grant in state discretionary 
monies, as previously announced, 
Crews presented a proposal on 
spending these funds. His 


recommendation was compiled from 
requests submitted by school 
administrators and included some 
$7,000 for additional work on the 
music room that had been left off the 
original bid due to money 
limitations. It also included repairs 
to all outside doors, carpet at the 
middle school, student desks at both 
the elementary and middle school 
and a new stage curtain at the 
elementary school. Also on the wish 
list is two VCR’s, TV’s and two 
Camcorder cameras, and a computer 
system for each of the three schools. 
If there were any funds left, they 
would be applied to buying fireproof 
“filing cabinets. 

Mrs. Janice Clark’s special 
education classes were given 
permission to visit the zoo in 
Montgomery and Mrs, June 
Grantham was given a temporary 
leave of absence due to illness. The 
board instructed the superintendent 
to send a resolution to the Alabama 
High School Athletic Association 
urging the group to cut the number 
of football games a team must play 
each year during championship 
quest. 


Elba council approves recreation policies 


The Elba City Council adopted a 
resolution Monday night allowing 
softball teams which are members of 
the Elba Softball League to host 
tournaments at Hawkins-Williams 
Recreation Park, The resolution was 
adopted on a trial basis, and the 
council agreed to make its final 
decision on the matter in May. 

Previously, only school organiza- 
tions, civic clubs and non-profit 
organizations were allowed to 
sponsor tournaments at the park, 
Members of the Elba Softball League 
are defined as those teams which 
have paid the league entry fee. 

The Council made the temporary 
policy changes based on 
recommendations by the Recreation 
Board, which serves as an advisory 
board to the council, but passed the 
measure with reservations. 

Mayor Bob English expressed 
concern over the use of profits from 
tournaments. 

“I see nothing wrong with using

money from tournaments for 
uniforms, etc, But what if they (the 
teams) wanted to have a steak 
supper,’’ English said, ‘‘We need to 
be real careful we don’t open a can of 
worms.”’ 

The board agreed to allow 
softball teams the right to host 
tournaments with the following 
stipulations: 

“**The Recreation Dept. will 
guarantee the fields will be in good 
condition at the beginning of the 
tournament, The sponsor will be 
responsible for the condition of the 
fields during the tournament. 
***the Recreation Dept. will operate 
the concession stand at all tourna- 
ments and receive all proceeds. 
***The Recreation Dept, will receive 
10 percent of the total entry fees 
from the sponsoring agencies prior 
to the beginning of the tournament. 
***\ minimum of three team 
trophies must be awarded at the 
tournament, 


Board listen as councilmen discuss 


proposals for use of the softball fields during the summer. The council 
approved the board's recommendations and agreed to expand use of the 


fields. 


***Sponsors must pay ASA sanction 
fees at time tourney is scheduled. 
***The decision of the umpires on 
the fields will be final and all 
decisions must be supported by 
sponsors. 
***Sponsors must have representa- 
tives present throughout the 
tournament, 
***Organizations are allowed to host 
only one tournament per year. 
Attorney Bob Cannon addressed 
the council on behalf of Dorsey 
Trailers, requesting that the council 
close a portion of Dunham Avenue. 
The part of the street in question is 
surrounded on three sides by Dorsey 
property and fronted by Highway 84, 
The council voted unanimously that 
the portion of the street be closed. 
Cannon also informed the council 
a recent land survey revealed that 
the parts building of the Dorsey 
complex is over the Dorsey property 


line. Cannon told the council that he 
had informed the highway depart- 
ment of the boundary question, and 
the highway department said the city 
council should make the final 
decision. The council again voted 
unanimously that the building stand 
as is, with the understanding that if 
it should be destroyed, the boundary 
would be upheld, 

Police Chief John Ed White 
reported to the council that a new 
police car had arrived and is being 
readied for operation, White also 
reported that the number of arrests 
for driving under the influence had 
risen sharply in the month of 
February. White said there were 
eight arrests for DUI during 
February, which exceeds arrests for 
DUI during the past three months, 

The council paid bills totaling 
$9,747 for the month of February.

method to be determined by the 
association. The commission would 
receive the remaining five percent of 
the funds to aid in administration 
costs. 

At Monday's meeting Com- 
missioner Billy Eagerton read a 
resolution asking the county's 
legislative body to introduce a bill 
that would give the commission the 
authority to impose a tax on tobacco 
products sold in Coffee County and 
then distribute the funds for services 
rendered by the fire departments. 
The change in wording would 
apparently solve the legal! question 
concerning the commission’s 
authority to allocate tax money toa 
private agency. 

Rowe told the commissioners 
there were still a few questions to be 
answered about the new tax bill, but 
added that the new bill was a ‘‘step 
in the right direction’ and stated he 
would rather defend the new bill in 
court than attempt to defend the 
original proposal. Rowe also 
reported that the commission would 
ask the Alabama Supreme Court for 
an advisory opinion on the legality of 
the original tax proposal and the new 
proposal to be introduced at the next 
legislative session in mid-April. 

Rowe further added that the 
commission’s request for an attorney 
general’s opinion on the legality of 
the original tax plan was refused 
since the plan was in litigation. 

After a lengthy discussion the 
commission voted 4-1 (Bradley 
opposed) to advertise the new tax bill 
that would allow the commission to 
implement the tobacco tax. The 
actual time of implementation, if 
legal, was estimated to be 60-90 
days. 

Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
made a motion following the passage 
of the new tax proposal to implement 
the tax in its original form 
immediately, and Commissioner 
Jimmy Bryan seconded the motion; 
however, the motion died by a vote 
of 3-2 with one abstention. 

Commissioner Eagerton next 
read a_ resolution that would 
authorize the commission to enact a 
new |-cent sales tax that would give 
the county’s school system 75 
percent of the total tax for the next 
four years and then give the schools 
80 percent of the tax revenue for the 
remainder of the tax’s life. The 
remainder of the tax funds will be 
placed in the general fund of the 
county. 

Commissioner Jimmy Bryan 


declared the figures weren’t the 
same as those agreed upon at the 
original meeting at which the 
commission agreed to implement the 
Sales tax. Bryan was told that a 
number of commissioners had met 
with school officials to work out the 
plan and the percentages listed were 
agreeable to all parties. The 
commission voted 5-1] to seek the 
legislation to get the new tax passed, 
with Bryan casting the lone negative 
vote. 

In other action at Monday’s 
meeting, the commission: 
***approved the minutes of the 
previous meeting with minor 
wording changes concerning the 
upcoming Shriner’s Chicken 
Festival; 

***appointed Victor Martin to a 
six-year term on the Tabernacle- 
Clintonville Water Authority; 
***appointed Tommy Brooks to a 
six-year term on the Curtis Water 
Authority; 

***appointed William McDaniels to 
a six-year term on the Bethany 
Water Authority; 

***approved a policy to allow former 
county employees to keep the county 
insurance carrier, with the 
understanding that they pay the 
premiums directly to the carrier; 
***sent out invitations to bid on 
computer service for the probate 
office; 

***went on record as supporting a 
state bill to be introduced that would 
outlaw vulgar bumper stickers in 
Alabama; 

***agreed to send out invitations to 
bid on concrete fluming at the Farris 
gully; 

***appointed Steve DeVane and Bill 
De Vane as supervisors of the county 
engineering and highway depart- 
ments and agreed to pay the 
employees an addtional $25 per week 
as additional compensation; 
***voted 4-2 not to grant pay raises 
to four employees, with Bryan and 
Bradley casting the two dissenting 
votes; 

***apreed to donate $10 apiece 
toward the purchase of a painting at 
the Piney Woods Art Festival; 
***siated new engineer candidates 
would be interviewed as soon as 
possible; 

***authorized county administrator 
Brunease Winston to delay payment 
of any bills in question until approval 
from the commission, and to delay 
any action on policy matters until the 
commission can be contacted: and 
***naid bills.

Under that proposal any John Doe could type up a bill to the 
county, get the money and skip. Mrs. Winston has always used good 
business sense in these matters and we are glad it is now the official policy of 
the commission. 


In Pittsburgh the manager of a male strip show was arrested this week. He 
wasn’t arrested for his offensive shows however; it was because he didn’t 
have the show that led to his arrest. It seems he got into a fuss with the 
manager of the bar and walked out with some cash he had collected and 600 
women who had paid tosee the show went on a rampage of throwing bottles, 
chairs, and their fists. Oh, how our world does turn! Just a few years ago, if 
a group of men had stripped down to their skimpy briefs, they would have 
been arrested for that -- now the arrest is because they didn’t. 


Well, the TV preacher that is trying to raise over $8 million for medical 
scholarships is still a million or so short, he said last week. However, he is 
still confident you folks will send him the money right away so God will not 
call him home. Notice I wrote you would send him the needed money. I don't 
have anything for him to feather his nest with.

At its Mnday night meeting the council voted to allow members of 


the Elba Softball 


League to 


sponsor tournaments at the 


Hawkins-Williams Recreation Park, based on recommendations by the 
Recreation Board. Only non-profit organizations, civic clubs and 
school organizations previously were allowed the privilege. 

While this decision may cause some initial confusion, in the long 
run it can only help the city. The council dealt with the possibility of 
confusion and the potential of ‘‘opening a can of worms’’ with this 
measure, as Mayor Bob English put it, by adopting the measure on a 


one-month trial basis. 


The recreation complex was built with tax monies from the Elba tax 
base, and Elba people should benefit from its use. But playing 
baseball, tennis or swimming is not the only way Elba citizens can

Ball players and their families might also enjoy the use of the 
swimming facilities at the recreation park during their visit. Although 
the pool was built for Elba residents, the lifeguards must be paid 
regardless of whether there are any swimmers. And the more money 
visitors pay for its use, the less the city has to supplement the pool’s 


operating expenses. 


The benefits from the recreation park increase proportionally with 
its use. Allowing more groups the privilege to sponsor tournaments 
should increase the use of the park, and therefore the benefits of 


having such a facility.

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Pond Owners Should Take Care 


Water levels of farm ponds 
generally drop during the summer, 
but last year’s severe drought that 
dried up many ponds made the 
problem distressingly obvious across 
Alabama. 

Because of the value of farm 
ponds for watering livestock, 
irrigating crops, and growing fish for 
income or recreation, researchers of 
Auburn University’s Alabama 
Agricultural Experiment Station had 
recently studied seepage and 
evapotation losses from ponds. 
Their findings provide an insight into 
rates of water loss and offer tips for 
constructing and maintaining ponds 
to help keep water at desired levels. 

In his measurement of pond 
losses, researcher Claude Boyd 
found that total annual evaporation 
at Auburn was over 42 inches, about 
12 inches less than average rainfall. 
But evaporation exceeded rainfall 
during the May through October 
period, causing pond water levels to 
drop in summer and fall even during 
years of normal rainfall. 

Seepage losses through pond

nearly 70 inches per year. This 
points up the importance of having a 
watershed area large enough to fill 
the pond by runoff from winter rains. 
Size of pond is also important, 
Boyd pointed out in his research 
report. Ponds need enough storage 
capacity to maintain adequate 
depths and volumes of water during 
the dry summer and fall months. 
Although evaporation losses 
cannot be controlled, Boyd said, 
seepage losses can be reduced by 
selecting a site with relatively 
impervious soils, replacing sandy 
areas in pond bottoms with clay, and 
constructing the dam properly. Re- 
moving vegetation around pond 
edges will decrease water loss from 
transpiration by plants, he added. 
Seepage losses vary between soil 
types, Boyd noted in his report, a 
factor over which the pond builder 
has no control. For example, he 
said, ponds in the Piedmont area 
were found to suffer monthly 
seepage losses ranging from four to 
10 inches during July through Sept- 
ember. In the Black Belt Prairie 
region, ponds lose only about 
one-third as much from seepage as 
doin the Piedmont ponds area. Tight 
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oe 


clay soils are the best choice for 
ponds to avoid seepage losses, 
according to the Auburn fisheries 
researcher. 

Although Alabama _ normally 
receives large amounts of rainfall, 
years like 1986 emphasize the 
importance of conserving water 
supplies for maximum effectiveness. 


This need receives continued 
attention in the Experiment Station’s 
program of fisheries and allied 


aquacultures research at Auburn.

ANSWERS TO YOUR 
BIBLE QUESTIONS 


Do men have the 
gift of tongues today? 


The miraculous power of the Holy Spirit allowed the carly 
Christians to perform many great works, including the gift of tongues. 
Many claim to have this gift today, but their claims must be measured 
against what the Bible.says concerning this gift. 

What was the gift of tongues? The only place that speaking in 
tongues is explicitly described is in Acts 2. Acts 2:4 tells us that the 
apostles ‘‘were all filled with the Holy Ghost, and began to speak with 
other tongues.’’ Verse 6 describes the response of the hearers, ‘every 
man heard them speak in his own language.’’ Each of the apostles 
spoke a ‘‘tongue,’’ which is just another word for ‘‘language.’’ The 
apostles were not preaching some kind of ‘‘prayer language,”’ or 
“ecstatic utterance,’’ Each apostle spoke a different human language, 
miraculously, and each person there was able to hear the gospel 
message in his own language. Modern day “tongue speaking”’ is not 
really a language at all, Some confusion comes because the translators 
of the King James Version inserted the word ‘tunknown’’ in some 
places before the word tongues, but the word ‘‘unknown’’ does not 
appear in the original text, or valid modern translations. 

Do men need this gift today? No, they do not, because the purpose 
of the gifts has been fulfilled. That purpose was to confirm the word of 
The apostles went forth, ‘‘confirming the word with signs, 
following’’ (Mk. 16:20). Salvation from the Lord ‘‘was confirmed unto 
us by them that heard him; God also bearing them witness, both with 
signs, and wonders, and with divers miracles’’ (Heb, 2:3-4). God's 
purpose of confirming the word has been accomplished, 

The gift of tongues cannot occur today for several reasons. First, 
there is no Holy Spirit baptism today. The Bible speaks of several 
baptisms (water, fire, Holy Spirit), but by the time Paul wrote Eph, 4:4, 
he said there was ‘‘one baptism,”’ 
disciples to administer water baptism unto the end of the world, or age 
(Matt, 28:18-20), then Holy Spirit baptism is no longer available. Also, 
there can be no gift of tongues today because there are no apostles to 
lay on hands to impart the gift. Although the evangelist Philip 
possessed miraculous gifts, he had to wait for Peter and John, 
apostles, to come to Samaria, to impart the gifts (Acts 8). Paul wrote, 
‘whether there be tongues, they shall cease; . 
and we prophesy in part: but when that which is perfect is come, that 
which is in part shall be done away”’ (1 Cor, 13:8-10), Paul spoke of the 
the complete revelation ¢ 
This has been accomplished, and the gift of tongues has ceased.

In addition, the following 
words, terms, and phrases where 
used in this act shall have the 
following respective meanings 
except where the context clearly 
indicates a different meaning: 

“State sales tax statutes’’ means

certain retail sales tax, and include 
all statutes, including amendments 
to said sections, which expressly set 
forth any exemptions from the 
computation of the tax levied by 
said sections and all other statutes 
which expressly apply to, or purport 
to affect, the administration of said 
sections and the incidence and 
collection of the tax imposed therein;

‘‘Month’’ means the calendar 
month; 

“County’’ means Coffee County. 

Section 3. There is hereby levied 
and imposed in addition to all other 
taxes, including municipal gross 
receipts license taxes now imposed 
by law, a special county one cent 
privilege license tax paralleling the 
state sales tax, such privilege license 
tax to be determined by the 
application of rates against gross 
sales or gross receipts, as the case 
may be, and within specified areas. 

There are exempted, however, 
from the provisions of this section 
and from the computation of the 
amount of the additional tax imposed 
in this section, the gross receipts of 
any business and the gross proceeds 
of all sales which are presently 
exempted under the state sales tax 
statutes from the computation of the 
amount of the state sales tax. 

Section 4. All taxes levied in this 
act shall be paid to and collected by 
the state department of revenue at 
the same time and in the same 
manner as state sales taxes are paid. 
On or prior to the due dates of the tax 
herein levied each person subject to 
such tax shall file with the state 
department of revenue a report or 
return in such form as may be 
prescribed by the department, 
setting forth, with respect to all sales 
and business transactions that are 
required to be used as a measure of 
the tax levied, a correct statement of 
the gross proceeds of all such sales 
and gross receipts of all such 
business transactions. Such report 
shall also include such other items of 
information pertinent to the said tax 
and the amount thereof as the state 
department of revenue may require. 
Any person subject to the tax levied 
may defer reporting credit sales until 
after their collection, and in the 
event such person so defers 
reporting them, such person shall 
thereafter include in each monthly 
report all credit collections made 
during the month preceding, and 
shall pay the tax due thereon at the 
time of filing such report. All reports 
or returns filed with the state 
department of revenue under this 
section shall be available for 
inspection by the Coffee County 
Commission, or its designated 
agent, at reasonable times during 
business hours. 

Section 5. Each person engaging 
or continuing within Coffee County 
in a business subject to the tax levied 
in Section 3 of this act, shall add to 
the sales price or admission fee and 
collect from the purchaser or the 
person paying the admission fee the 
amount due by the taxpayer on 
account of said sale or admission. It 
shall be unlawful for any person 
subject to the tax levied to fail or 
refuse to add to the sales price or 
admission fee and to collect from the 
purchaser or person paying the 
admission fee the amount herein 
required to be soadded to the sale or 
admission price and collected from 
the purchaser, and it shall likewise 
be unlawful for any person subject to 
said tax to refund or offer to refund 
all or any part of the amount so 
collected or to absorb or advertise 
directly or indirectly the absorption 
or refund of said tax or any portion 
thereof. 

Section 6, The tax imposed by 
this act shall constitute a debt due 
Coffee County and may be collected 
as provided by law. The said tax, 
together with interest and penalties 
with respect thereto, shall constitute 
and be secured by a lien upon the 
property of any person from whom 
said tax is due or who is required to 
collect said tax. All of the provisions 
of the revenue laws of this state 
which apply to enforcement of liens 
for license taxes due this state shall 
apply fully tothe collection of the tax 
herein levied, and the state depart- 
ment of revenue, for the use and 
benefit of Coffee County shall collect 
such tax and enforce this act and 
shall have and exercise for such 
collection and enforcement all rights 
and remedies that this state or the 
department has for collection of the 
state sales tax, The State 
department of revenue shall have 
full authority to employ such special 
counsel as it deems necessary from 
time to time to enforce collection of 
the tax levied by this act, and to 
otherwise enforce the provisions of 
this act, including any litigation 
involving this act; and _ the 
department shall pay such special 
counsel such fees as it nani 
necessary and proper from the 
proceeds of the tax collected by it for 
Coffee County, 

Section 7. All provisions of the 
State sales tax statutes with respect 
to payment, assessment, and 
collection of the state sales tax, 
making of reports and keeping and 
preserving records with respect 
thereto, penalties for failure to pay 
the tax, the promulgation of rules 
and regulations with respect to the 
state sales tax, and the adminis- 
tration and enforcement of the state 
sales tax statutes, which are not 
inconsistent with the provisions of 
this act when applied to the tax 
levied in Section 3 of this act shall 
apply to the county tax levied under 


this act. The state commissioner of 
revenue and the state department of 
revenue shall have and exercise the 
same powers, duties and obligations 
with respect to the county tax levied 
under this act that are imposed on 
such commissioner and department, 
respectively, by the state tax 
statutes. All provisions of the state 
sales tax statutes that are made 
applicable by this act to the county 
tax levied under this act and to the 
administration and enforcement of 
this act are hereby incorporated 
herein by reference and made a part 
hereof as if fully set forth herein. 
Section 8. The state department 
of revenue shall charge Coffee 
County for collecting the special 
county tax levied under this act such 
amount or percentage of total 
collections as may be agreed upon by 
the commissioner of revenue and 
the Coffee County Commission, but 
such charge shall not, in any event, 
exceed ten percent of the total 
amount of the special county tax 
collected in said county under this 
act. Such charge for collecting such 
special tax may be deducted each 
month from the gross revenues from 
such special tax before certification 
of the amount of the proceeds 
thereof due Coffee County for that. 
month, The commissioner of 
revenue shall pay into the state 
treasury all tax collected under this 


act, as such tax is received by the 


department of revenue, and on or 
before the first day of each 
successive month (commencing with 
the month following the month in 
which the department makes the 
first collection hereunder) the 
commissioner shall certify to the 
state comptroller the amount of tax 
collected under the provisions of this 
act and paid by him into the state 
trasury for the benefit of Coffee 
County during the month 
immediately preceding such certif- 
ication. Provided, however, that 
before certifying the amount of the 
tax paid into the state treasury for 
the benefit of Coffee County during 
each month, the commissioner may 
deduct from the tax collected in said 
month the charge due _ the 
department for the collection of the 
tax for the county. It shall be the 
duty of the comptroller to issue his 
warrant each month payabale to the 
county treasurer of Coffee County in 
his official capacity in an amount 
equal to the amount so certified by 
the commissioner of revenue as 
having been collected for the use of 
the county. He shall then deliver to 
the Coffee County Commission the 
balance remaining. 

For the initial four years after the 
implementation date of the tax, all 
revenues arising from the taxes 
herein levied shall be distributed in 
the following manner: 


25% to the Coffee County 
General Fund 

75% to the county school 
systems. x 

The average daily attendance 
formula used by the state to 


distribute state and local funds shall 
be used by the county to distribute 
said educational funds to the school 
systems. 

After the expiration of the initial 
four-year period after the imple- 
mentation date of the tax, said funds 
shall be distributed in the following 
manner: 


20% to the Coffee County 
General Fund 

80% to the county school 
systems. 


The average daily attendance 
formula used by the state to 
distribute state and local funds shall 
be used by the county to distribute 
said educational funds to the school 
systems. 

Section 9. The provisions of this 
act are severable. If any part of this 
act is declared’ invalid or 
unconstitutional, such declaration 
shall not affect the part which 
remains, 

Section 10. All laws or parts of 
laws which conflict with this act are 
hereby repealed, 

Section 11. This act shall become 
effective the first day of the second 
month following its passage and 
approval by the Governor, or upon 
its otherwise becoming law. 
However, the provisions of this act 
shall be conditional on the Coffee 
County Commission rescinding the 
one cent sales tax levied by action of 
the Coffee County Commission on 
August 25, 1986, Until said one cent 
sales tax is rescinded by the Coffee 
County Commission, the taxing 
provisions of this act shall have no 
force and effect.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of

Section 1, The Coffee County 
Commission is hereby authorized to 
impose upon every person, firm, or 
corporation who sells, stores, 
delivers, uses or otherwise consumes 
tobacco or certain tobacco products 
in Coffee County a county privilege, 
license or excise tax in the following 
amounts;

(1) Five cents ($0.05) for each 
package of cigarettes, made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

(b) Two cents ($0.02) for each 
cigar of any description made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

(c) Two cents ($0.02) for each 


sack, can, package, or other 
container of smoking tobacco, 
including granulated, plug cut, 


crimp cut, ready rubbed, and other 
kinds and forms of tobacco which are 
prepared in such manner as to be 
suitable for smoking in a pipe or 


cigarette. 
(d) Three cents ($0.03) for each 
sack, plug, package, or other 


container of chewing tobacco, which 
tobacco is prepared in such manner 
as to be suitable for chewing only 
and not suitable for smoking as 
described in subsection (c) of this 
section. 

(e) Three cents ($0.03) for each 
can, bottle, glass, tumbler package 
or other container of snuff made of 
tobacco or any substitute therefor. 

Said privilege, license or excise 
tax shall be in addition to all other 


federal, state or local taxes 
heretofore imposed by law. 
Provided, however, when the 


license tax hereby required to be 
paid shall have been paid by a 
wholesaler or seller of cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products, such payment 
shall be sufficient, the intent being 
that such license tax hereby required 
to be paid shall be paid but once on 
each package of cigarettes and on 
each cigar. 

Section 2. Upon adoption of a 
resolution by the Coffee County 
Commission, every person, firm, 
corporation, club, or association that 
sells or stores or receives for the 
purpose in Coffee County any 
cigarettes, cigars, snuff, smoking 
tobacco and like tobacco products 
shall add the amount of the license or 
privilege tax levied and assessed 
herein to the price of the cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco 
products, it being the purpose and 
intent of this provision that the tax 
levied is, in fact, a levy on the 
consumer with the person, firm, 
corporation, club or association, who 
sells or stores or receives for the 
purpose of distributing the cigar- 
ettes, cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco 
and like tobacco products, acting 
merely as agent for the collection of 
the tax. The dealer, storer, or 
distributor shall state the amount of 
the tax separately from the price of 
the cigarettes, cigars, snuff, 
smoking tobacco and like tobacco 
products, on all price display signs, 
sales or delivery slips, bills and 
statements which advertise or 
indicate the price of the cigatettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products. 

Section 3. It shall be unlawful for 
any dealer, storer or distributor 
engaged in or continuing in Coffee 
County in the business for which the 
tax is hereby levied to fail or refuse 
to add to the price and collect from 
the purchaser the amount due on 
account of the tax herein provided or 
to refund or offer to refund all or part 
of the amount collected or absorb or 
advertise directly or indirectly the 
absorption of the tax or any portion 
thereof, 

Section 4. The proceeds from the 
tax hereby authorized, less the 
actual cost of collection not to exceed 
five per centum (5%) shall be paid 
by the state department of revenue 
to the Coffee County Commission, on 
a quarterly basis, Five percent (5%) 
of said revenue shall be paid into the 
county general fund. The remaining 
funds shall be placed by the Coffee 
County Commission into a special 
account to be used exclusively for 
county fire protection purposes. The 
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county commission shall be 
authorized to enter into service 


contracts with individual volunteer 
fire departments and/or with 
associations which represent more 
than one volunteer fire department 
to provide fire protection to a part or 
all of the county. The compensation 
for said contracts shall be paid from 
funds in said special account. The 
county commission shall be 
authorized to develop certain 
standards and criteria which shall be 
met by all volunteer fire departments 
with which it enters into contract. 

It is the intent of the legislature 
that said contractual agreements 
shall be considered as a contract 
between the county and an 
independent contractor. It is the 
further intent of the legislature that 
said volunteer fire departments shall 
not be considered as employees, 
servants or agents of the county and 
the members of the county 
commission and the employees of 
the county shall not be liable in 
either their official capacity or in a 
private capacity for the actions of 
said volunteer fire departments. 

Section 5. The tax hereby 
authorized shall be paid by affixing ~ 
stamps as is required for the 
payment of the tax imposed by 
Section 40-25-1 through Section 
40-25-28, Code of Alabama 1975. 
The state department of revenue 
shall have the same duties relative to 
the preparation and sale of stamps to 
evidence the payment of such tax 
that it has relative to the preparation 
and sale of stamps under those 
sections and may exercise the same 
powers and perform the same duties 
in the same manner relative to the 
collection of the tax hereby levied 
that it does relative to the collection 
of that tax. 

Section 6. The state department 
of revenue is hereby authorized to 
promulgate and enforce rules and 
regulations to effectuate the purpose 
of this act. All such rules and 
regulations duly promulgated shall 
have force and effect of law. 

Section 7. All laws, and rules and 
regulations of the department of 
revenue, relating to the manner and 
time of payment of the tax levied by 
Section 40-25-1 through Section 
40-25-28, Code of Alabama 1975, as 
amended, requiring reports from 
dealers and prescribing penalties for 
violations shall apply with equal 
force to the tax levied by this act as 
fully set out herein, 

Section 8. (a) None of the 
provisions of this act shall be applied 
in such manner as to be in violation 
of the commerce or other clauses of 
the federal or state constitution. 

(b) This statute shall not be 
construed to apply to cigarettes, 
cigars, snuff, smoking tobacco and 
like tobacco products stored by a 
wholesaler dealer for the purpose of 
resale or reshipment outside of such 
counties which are actually resold or 
reshipped. 

Section 9. The provisions of this 
act are severable, If any part of the 
act is declared invalid or uncon- 
stitutional, such declaration shall not 
affect the part which remains. 

Section 10. The provisions of this 
act shall be construed in pari materia 
with any and all other provisions of 
law, or parts of law, relating to taxes, 
tobacco products or firefighting 
departments; provided, however, 
that all laws or parts of laws which 
are in direct conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed. Act 86-718 (Acts of 
1986 Ist Special Session, pg. 137) of 
the 1986 Ist Special Session is 
hereby repealed. 

Section 11. This act shall become 
effective immediately upon its 
passage and approval by the 
Governor, or upon its otherwise 
becoming a law.

According to the major, it’s his 
division’s job to ensure that ‘‘people 
wearing Air Force uniforms do so 
with pride and represent the Air 
Force well."’ 

The Air Force has only 16 textile 
engineers and Major Driggers is one 
of them, After flying aircraft for 11 
years in the Air Force - two years of 
which he spent in the Presidential 
unit at Andrews AFB - the major was 
offered the position at the Clothing 
Division because of his textile 
engineering background. 

“This job is nothing like flying,’’ 
Major Driggers said, ‘‘but it’s a lot 
of fun, too. I’m doing what I was 
originally trained to do.” 

The Clothing Division is located 
in Area B in Building 55, which is 
slated for demolition in 1991. 
Nineteen employees are housed 
there, and civilians occupy 18 of 
these positions. All employees have 
either a degree in fashion design/ 
textile engineering or have 
experience in clothing design dating 
back to the 1940s or 50s, 

“There are 922 different sizes of 
Air Force uniforms and over 20,000 
‘different pattern parts,’’ said Major 
Driggers. ‘‘There are also different 
specifications for items that must be 
considered by the manufacturers. 
For example, Air Force uniforms 
have over 400 specifications such as 
how a button-hole is to be sewn and 
what the desired sleeve length is to 
eighths of an inch.”’ 

In an attempt to avoid defective 
articles, the Clothing Division 
randomly selects people who are 
willing to wear-test new uniforms 
and/or accessories prior to the 
articles being accepted into the Air 
Force inventory. 

“*We do have to keep in mind the 
climates in which articles will be 
wear-tested,’’ said Driggers. ‘‘After 
all, it wouldn’t do much good to 
wear-test short sleeve shirts in 
Alaska,’’

GARDEN LIME 

If you haven’t limed your garden 
in the last three years, it could 
benefit from lime applied according 
to soil test results. However, if you 
don’t soil test, I suggest spreading 
50 pounds of lime per one thousand 
square feet for moderately acid soils. 

If basic slag is substituted for 
agricultural lime, increase the rate 
about one-third. You can substitute 
hydrated lime for small gardens, but

transplants. This mild, sweet onion 
has been grown commercially in the 
Vidalia, Georgia, area for many 
years.

HIGH IN SODIUM 

If you are trying to limit your 
sodium intake and lose weight at the 
Same time, you may want to avoid 
canned tuna and cottage cheese. 

Although both are low in calories, 
they’re high in salt. The daily 
allowance of salt on a low sodium 
diet usually is 2,000 milligrams 
(mgs) or less. Most Americans eat 
much more than this. 

Three and a half ounces of 
canned tuna has 418 mgs of sodium. 
The sgme amount of cottage cheese 
contaihs 449 mgs. of salt. To lower 
the sodium content of these foods, 
rinse them with tap water before 
preparing. Rinsing lowers the 
sodium content of canned tuna to 65 
mgs. and of cottage cheese to 248

Buy eggs only 
from refrigerated cases, then take 
them home and refrigerate them 
immediately. You can keep fresh 
shell eggs in their carton for four to 
five weeks. Storing them in the 
carton keeps them from absorbing 
refrigerator odors. 

Freshness doesn’t affect an egg’s 
nutritional value, but it does 
influence the cooking quality.

Today I want to talk 
again about a very basic idea. 

Let's think together about ‘‘you’’ 
messages. This is the traditional way 
parents have communicated with 
children. David Mace with the 
National Council on Family Relations 
States that ‘‘you-messages’’ contain 
heavy loadings of blame, judgement, 
evaluation and criticism. They judge 
the child’s behavior. 

A parent’s idea about the child’s 
behavior as being bad is the parent’s 
feeling and attitude about the 
behavior, not the child’s feelings. To 
the child, it is simply behavior for the

to respond positively. The 
you-messages do not show under- 
Standing and concern. Think of your 
own defensive reactions when 
someone gives you one of these 
you-messages. 

You-messages teach the child 
they do not have self-worth and 
damages the child’s self-esteem. It is 
a putdown of the child. We all know 
that when a _ person becomes 
defensive, they strike back and 
children are no different. 

Adults often use these 
you-messages in conversations with 
each other and these conversations 
can turn into confrontations easily. 
They place blame - and not one of us 
likes to be blamed. 

Give some thought to your 
phrasing of corrections to your 
children. We will look next at an 
alternative to these you-messages,

for $2.5 million in reprogrammed

‘The 
present buildings are crowded and 
lack humidity and temperature 
control necessary to preserve the 
aviation collection valued at over $75 
million and which is regarded as one 
of the best of its kind. Approval of 
these funds is a positive step not only 
in preserving the history of Army 
Aviation, but also to the role 
southeast Alabama has played in 
training and hosting generations of 
Army aviators,"’

Water & Electric Board continues to 


face problems of costly repairs 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board Tuesday evening heard 
reports that two water tanks are in 
bad need of repair. They also 
anguished over the rising cost of 
maintaining the water and electric 
system and the continuing losses in 
unpaid bills. Board members also 
expressed concern over the heavy 
loss of water pumped, over water 
billed, to customers and the related 
$2,000 loss in the water department. 

Mayor Bob English, who also 
serves as water superintendent, 
reported to the board that two 


the Opp Highway tank at $12,000. 
The board authorized the drawing ol 
specifications and requesting of 
bids. Chairman Oscar Vaughan said 
a special meeting will be called to 
open the bids when they are

English explained that first the 
144,000-gallon Reddoch Hill tank 
will be completely drained and 
repaired, then the 200,000-gallon 
Opp Highway tank will get the same 
treatment. 

Monthly bills of $18,504.25 were 
approved for payment amid 
complaints from board members of 
the high cost ‘of operations. It was 
explained by Clerk D.M,.

bypass and some of this would be 
reimbursed by the State of Alabama, 
However, much of the water repairs 
are because the system is very old 
and wearing out, board members

Members were told that accounts 
receivable were at $4988.94, Seven 
meters had been pulled for 
nonpayment and the board had eight 
bad checks in the process of being 
collected. These checks totaled 
$667.45, 

The electric department has 
shown an increase in profits from the 
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equipment on the lines as 
recommended by the late Paul 
Cherry who served as superintend- 
end of the department until his 
death. 

However the mounting losses in 
the water department and the ever- 
increasing cost of maintaining the 
sewage system eats into this 
financial cushion, according tc 
figures released at the meeting. 
Board members expressed frus- 
tration that the losses continue and 
they have no solution to the 
problems, 

Councilman Jack Prescott added 
that the sewer lagoons are reaching 
capacity and many collector lines 
need repair and this could cost 
millions to remedy,
